PASSES RESOLUTION. 


Tells Los Angeles What it Ought to 
Do in the Way of Preliminary 
Steps—New Harbor Commission

San Pedro's new Board of Trade, 
which was formally organized last 
night, wants a number of preliminary 
steps taken before advantage is taken 
of the act by the Legislature 
authorizing consolidation of 2 by 
majority vote in each.

When the 
edict went forth that gambling in 
Chinatown must cease, Ah Wong was 
one of the first to tell the police that 
he would close his place. 

Proprietors of other houses who were 
Closed by the officers gave up the 
ghost and left for greener fields in the 
north.

Recently his place at No. 524 North 
Los Angeles street has aroused 
suspicion of the Chinatown police 
squad. Chinamen freely 
through the solid oak front door upon 
giving a certain signal. Negroes also 
were admitted. White men were 
barred absolutely. At all hours of the 
night and day a Chinaman stood on 
a policeman approached he was a4 
variable “Hello, Sarge,” or “Hello, Of- 
Acer, adding with the quizzica] Chi- 
nese smile, “Nice day” or “Nice 
night.” 

Believing however, that gambling 
was being conducted in the place, the 
Chinatown police yesterday asked for 
and were given a search warrant for 
Ah Wong's place. When a number of 
Chinamen had been seen to enter the 
place a raid was agreed upon. A 
squad of officers, led by Hartnagel and 
Level, bore down upon the front door 
with axes and sledge hammers. 

WITH AXES BREAK IN. 

Lustily the policemen wielded their 
weapons and in a few moments the 
lock was smashed and the portal 
swung in. A few feet down the hall- 
way another door was encountered. A 
series of blows from axes and sledges 
delivered by husky arms and this por- 
tal gave way. 

A third door was encountered and 
this gave way r repeated blows.

Reports have come to County Game 
Warden Morgan that Japs and some 
other commercial fishermen are vio- 
lating the law that forbids the selling 
of fish caught within one mile of the 
outlet of any sewer. 

The principal violation reported is of 
the portion of the law that absolutely 
prohjbits the use of nets or seines in 
catching fish in such waters. 

It doesn’t require much of a stretch 
of the imagination to see that a per- 
son or company that would hire a boat 
and go seining for fish does so with 
the intention of selling the product. 

The genuine Ik Waltons don't go out 
with nets and scoop ‘em wp. , 
Somebody must sell the fattened fry, 
and somebody must buy ‘em.

HE INHUMANITY OF WAR. 

The Hebrew seer beheld in his vision a time 
when the nations should beat their spears into 
pruning-hooks and their swords into plowshares, | 
and when men should not learn war any more. The 


could see” and foresaw a day when universal peace 
should reign “in the parliament of man, the fed- 
eration of the world.” 

The seers vision reached down from his time to 
curs, a period of some 2500 years, and when the 
Same picture of peace rose up before the eye of 
the modern poet, it was far, far in the future still. 

The Temple of Janus is closed today, but only 
momentarily. It was wide open the day, before yes- 
tada and may creak on its hinges tomorrow. The 
motto of the nations today is “In time of peace 
prepare for war,” s much as it was in the days 
of most bloody savagery. , 

The British navy at the present time contains | 
about 55 battleships, 175 of the cruiser and similar 
types of vessels, and over 400 smaller craft. The 
total navy of Great Britain numbers over 100,000 
men, with 23,000 in the reserves. . 

The United States has now over 25 battleships, 
about 110 in the cruiser classes, and nearly 100 
small craft. Our navy comprises over 225 ships, 
requiring 48,000 to 50,000 men to man it. Coming 
second after Great Britain, as we stand today, 
France, Germany and Japan run very close up to 
our naval equipment in types of ships, total num- 
ber, and men. The smaller powers have combined 
navies of about 600 ships. The warships of the 
world number considerably over 2000 vessels. To 
man these calls for the services of 250,000 men, 
and there are over 300,000 in the reserves. 

To maintain our navy without counting the cost 
of building new ships requires an expenditure of 
about $120,000,000 a year. The cost to Great 
Britain must be nearly three times as much. The 
three other powers ranking more or less nearly 
alongside of us spend at least as much as we do, 
and the smaller powers, combined, as much as 
Great Britain. A billion dollars will not defray 
the cost to the world of supporting their navies. 

In the effective armies of the various nations we 
find over 5,000,000 men, the very cream of the hu- 
man race. There are twice as many in the reserve 
forces, and these waste more or less of their time 
annually in military maneuvers. Here we have a 
total of 15,000,000 adults, nearly all between the 
ages of 20 and 40 (the most useful years of life) 
frittering away their energies in preparation for 


As to expense, the American army is costing 
around $110,000,000 a year; and if we apply to the 
armies of the other nations the rule that was up- 
plied to the navies, we gs$ a total of more than 
another billion dollars, making for the two 
branches of armed warfare a tax upon the human 
race of over $2,000,000,000 a year. As our army is 
the smallest of all, and as the cost of the main-

The sixteen battleships in the American fleet 
which recently circumnavigated the globe with 
such wonderful success created a sensation in 

where they were seen. They were 
looked upon everywhere as the measure of the high 
civilization prevailing in the United States. But 
is that what they indicate? : 

We acknowledge the necessity of our building 
warships as we are doing and of increasing the 
number so long as rival nations continue to set this 
bad example. It is a racial, not a national mat- 
ter. The civilization of all humanity is at an ex- 
ceedingly low ebb when measured by this enor- 
mous expenditure of the accumulated riches of the 
race. This waste of the time of so many millions 
of the people, and the possible sacrifice of the lives 
of the soldiers and sailors, would form the basis 
for a general arraignment of present-day civiliza- 
tion. These things are indices, not of human prog- 
ress, but that we are not less but more savage 
than our ancestors of thousands of years ago. 

If the time of the 5,000,000 men enrolled in the 
armies of the world and of the quarter of a mil- 
lion sailors who man the ships, together with the 
partial time spent for warlike purposes by the re- 
serves of land and sea, could be turned to useful 
productiveness, what a vast addition would be 
made to the wealth of the nations! If the 
$3,000,000,000 spent annually for the maintenance 
of warlike equipment could be diverted to educa- 
tion, to the care of the sick and indigent, what a 
great amelioration there would be in the average 
conditions of the life of the , and how much 
it would tend to the uplifting of the race!

are costing more this year than in any previous 


year in the history of humanity, and although re- 
cent wars during the latter half of the last century 
cost more in human lives and in accumulated 
wealth than the wars of any previous epoch, we 
are making progress toward a court for interna- 
tional arbitration. In fact, the accumulated bur- 
den of maintaining the equipment for war, and the 
almost unimaginable expense likely to be entailed 
by actual war, are the stro advocates for 
peace. While human lives weigh for little in the 
minds of men, the destruction of accumulated 
wealth weighs for much. More than this, actual 
progress has been made. It is more difficult now 
for nations to fly at one another's throats than it 
was at any previous time. The nations may go on 
“snarling at one another's heels,” but the other 
tions in the great community of humanity exer- 
cise more and more restraint upon the disputants. 
The growth of civilization in this respect will be 
slow, as it has been slow on all lines. But the 
time will come when there will be an international 
court of arbitration with power to enforce laws 
passed in a parliament of man, and backed by a 
police force, maintained jointly by all the nations, 
capable of enforcing the decisions of that court. 
It was a long look ahead the Hebrew seer took. It 
was a far-away vision Tennyson saw. But it will 
come. It is coming. It is not at all improbable 
that the children born this year may live to see the 
actual establishment of an international court of

N UNWISE TARIFF GUIDE. 
The Wall Street Journal is, as might be ex- 
devoting much attention to the tariff bill 
pending before Congress. It is the indisputable 
privilege of that and all other public prints to inter- 
est itself as it may see fit in this important measure, 
and its attitude is a matter for itself and its sup- 
porters to determine. 
But the country at large should take due note of 
the prejudice, partly personal, partly journalistic, 


civilized 


which influences the utterances of the Wall-street | 


paper. In the first place, if we are nightly in- 
formed, the editor imbibed his views upon the tariff 
as a member of the staff of the New York World. 
Naturally he would be a pretty strong advocate 


of free trade as far as that principle could be ap- 


plied to our fiscal affairs. He would favor the low- 
est tariffs consistent with the bare production of 
a revenue to defray the expenses of the govern- 
ment carried on according to Democratic ideas. 
These advocates since as far back as 1856 at least 
have been in opposition to internal improvements of 


waterways, improvement of harbors and about every 


kind of improvement that the Federal government 
could embark in. Merely enough revenue to carry 
on the various departments of the government en- 
gaged in a clerical administration of the affairs of 
the country would be the Democratic ideal. 

Professionally the Wall Street Journal would be 
in favor of a low tariff, as most of its patrons are 
large importers, financiers and common carriers. 
It makes little difference to the railroads whether 
goods are made in Birmingham, Manchester, Chem- 
nitz or Diisseldorff, or in Pittsburgh, Chicago and 
Omaha. The longer the haul the better for the 
common carrier on land. When it comes to the 
owners of steamship lines, of course foreign goods 
are more desirable than domestic because they must 
come across the water. 

The New York paper makes a laborious attempt 
at being facetious in a recent issue. It sheds many 
crocodile tears over the interests of the people of 
the Philippines, Porto Rico and Cuba, who desire 
to have the products of those islands admitted as 
free as possible into the United States. It says: 
“There is to te a revision of the tariff, of course, 
but probably to the benefit of special interests here 
at home rather than for the welfare of American 
interests in general.” 

The importers of New York, for whose 


in 
would find it greatly to the “welfare of American 
interests in general” to take the tariff off of oranges 
in order that growers in Southern Italy might sell 
their products of cheap labor and destroy the great 
citrus industry of California and Florida. It would 
be in the same way for the welfare of the Ameri- 
can to knock the duties off of cotton goods, 
of which we already import $44,000,000 worth a 
year and export only half as much, in order that we 
might pay foreigners $66,000,000 a year for our 
cotton goods and make none ourselves. 

Even free hides, which would permit the cattle 
men of South Africa, Australia and the Argentine 
to supply our tannesias With raw material and put 


business, would delight the heart of the Wall-street 
free traders. ‘ 

But as to the welfare of the American public in 
general, it would be just as well to stop and think 
whether, if we lower the value of hides and other 
side products of the live-stock industry and thereby 
make it necessary to increase the prices of the meats 
coming from this 8 it would greatly benefit 
the American people. citrus crops of Florida 
and California represent to citizens of the United 
States in the value of the crop, including the labor 
of producing it, of picking and packing it, of trans- 
porting it to points of destination, a sum of possibly 
$75,000,000 a year. It may seem to the free-trad- 
ers as if it would be better to pay this money to 
growers in Southern Italy and Sicily than to keep it 
at home.

The Wall Street Journal will not prejudice the 
American people against the tariff bill, framed, we 
think, in a general way in accordance with the 
declarations of the Republican national platform 
of last year. The first purpose of a tariff bill is to 


to a larger navy, better harbors, the improvement 
of internal waterways and a broad development of 
the industries of the country. The next purpose of 
the tariff is to dfford ample protection to all Ameri- 
can industries that can be benefited in any way by 
imposing a tax upon goods made abroad in order to 
enable us to do our own work and keep our money 
at home. With these two objects in mind, the 
Payne tariff bill has proceeded to revise the Dingley 
tariff act, now ten years old. That revision has 
been done exactly as it ought to have been done in 
the main, as we have insisted it should be ever since 
the discussion of tariff revision came up—not a 
horizontal or free-trade reduction, but a carefully- 
considered and wisely-conceived revision, which al- 
ways involves as much likelihood of increase in one 
item as of decrease in another. That is what we 
are getting; that is what we ought to get. 


ALIFORNIA CROP OF SWEETS. 
There are about half a score of beet-sugar 
factories in the State of California from the Sac- 


tory the acreage is about 8000 acres. 

Around each factory the number of individual 
growers runs from about 500 to 1000. The total 
acreage for the State is from 50,000 to 75,000 
acres, and the total number of growers from 7000 
to 8000. 

We may assume that the acreage will yield ten 
tons to the acre, and this will give somewhere be- 
tween half a million and perhaps a million tons of 
sugar beets for all the factories. — 

This crop will sell at the factories for something 

$5 ton, and thus the growers will receive 
between $2,500,000 and $5,000,000 in all, accord- 
the abundance of the crop. 
sowing is now pretty near its end. It be- 
a good many weeks ago and is going on to 
dome extent around most of the factories. The re- 
port from Corcoran, in the San Joaquin Valley, is 
that many growers are still seeding. 

The sugar-making campaigns will begin some 
time in June and last away into the fall. 

The figures here used indicate the great im- 
portance of the industry to the State. There are 
probably 15,000 to 20,000 persons who get a living 
either from wages paid for working around the 
factories or from money paid to the growers for 
the crops of beets.

OCEAN PARK, April 16.—Messra.

PLAN BIG PIER. 

A new reinforced concrete pier is to 
be built at once at the foot of Marine 
street by the Ocean Park Bath-house 
Company. Wstimates have been re- 
ceived on the work and the contract 
will probably be signed tomorrow 
morning with the Atlantic, Gulf and 
Pacific Construction Company. In 
round numbers, the improvement will 
cost $10,000, an assesament of the bath- 
house corporetion stock recently hav- 
ing been levied for this purpose. 

The pier will have a length of ap- 
proximately 600 feet, and is to be built 
primarily for the. purpose of carrying 
the intake pipes that supply the bath- 
house, but incidentally the structure 
will be floored and equipped for pleas- 
ure fishing and amusement purposes. 
The piles are to be of reinforced con- 
erete, cylindrical in form and provided 
with a bulb end. They are to be 
jetted into the sandy shore by means 
of a stream of water forced through 
iron pipe running through the conter 
of the piles. 

After the piles are in place the iron 
pipe will be led wit heoncrete, and 
the artificial stone sticks will be solid. 
The pier will be about thirty feet in 
width, and will be so built that its 
length may be extended whenever there 
is a demand on the part of the pleas- 
ure seekers and fishing fraternity for
